The average child between the ages of
seven and twelve jears should have her
aresses cut long enough to coer the
knee.

At thirteen add an inch or two to thelength of the dress, ana should she con-
tinue to develop, drop the skirt length. o. imiiii railway Deiwcen me knee andankle.

To Tops of Shoes.
As she reaches fifteen years let the

skirt be about two Inches above her s,

at sixteen a skirt that comes to
the top of the shoe Is correct.

When she Is eighteen she Is a young
mujr ana enouia De allowed to choose thelength skirt she likes best; but lr she Isa wise girl she will cling to ankle lengthor about four Inches from the ground.
These rules, of course, are subject to
modification, according to the develop-
ment of the girl. Some girls are muchlarger or smaller at a given age andshould be dressed in keeping with their
size.

TBUSTEE EX0HEBATED.

Charges of Slaladmlnlstratlon Dis-

missed by the Court.
Justice Wright, sitting 1n the Equity

Court, has dismissed the suit filed sev-

eral months ago by certajn persons In
behalf of Miss Sarah Catharine Borrows,
a lunatic confined at the government
hospital, seeking a reaccounting from
the trustees of her property. The trus-
tees who have, successively, adminis-
tered the estate are the late Dr. William
W Godding. Superintendent of the Gov-
ernment Hospital for the Insane for
many jears. the. late Dr Abraham II
AMtmer. assistant superintendent of that
Institution for some time, and Dr John
Crayke Simpson, of this city, who was
a member of the hospital staff until he
resigned to engage In private practice
some time after Dr. Goddlng's death.

In carrying ont the trust reposed In
them, and In order to provide, properly,
for the lunatic, the trustees have found
It necessary to expend a portion of the
principal, as they were expressly em-
powered and directed to do by the will
The of this trust has been
under the supervision and direction ot
the court from the beginning, and ac-

counts have been periodically filed by
the trustees, the last one In July 1911

It further appears that every one ot
these accounts was examined by the
court when Bled, hearings accorded when-

ever any item of expenditure was chal
lenged, and all disbursements by tne
trustees were made with the knowledge
of and approved by the court. Justice
Wright therefore held that the heirs ol
the two deceased, trustees and the pre-e-

trustee. Dr Simpson, cannot again
be subjected to a review of these ac-

counts, especially as no cliarge of bad
faith or Improper conduct of the lunatic a
affairs has been made by any one. On
the contrary, the attorney for the plain-
tiffs expressly stated In open court that
they had no such charges to made.
